DESPERATE PRISONERS 
MAKE DASH FOR LIBERTY 


South McAlester, I. T., March 29. — 
After a desperate fight with a guard 
anil turnkey in the United States jail 
here yesterday, a mad rush for horses 
once they were outside the stockade, 
seven prisoners made their escape amid 
a hail of bullets and tonight heavily 
armed posses a r e scouring the surround­ 
ing country in search of five men still 
at large. 
One of the prisoners was shot. 
Two of the escaped prisoners are 
murderers anti it is feared that a des- 
I perate battle with their pursuers is 
| imminent, provided, as is suspected, 
the men were met by friends on the 
outside and furnished with guns and 
ammunition. 
Two of the men, Robert Thompson 
and Goo. Day, the less dangerous of 
the prisoners, ha vt* 
been captured. 
Thompson was caught a block from the 
jail and Day was found in a clump of 
bushes two miles south of town this 
evening. 
It is believed that he took a 
long chance the posse would pass him, 


and that in the darkness, he could 
make his way across the country with­ 
out being apprehended. 
The escape took place late in the af­ 
ternoon. 
Robert Thompson and Willis 
Peters were liberated from their cells 
to give them an opportunity to attend 
Kangaroo Court. 
As soon as they 
reached the jail corridor, they sprang 
upon the guard and threw him into a 
cell. 
The turnkey was sitting at his desk. 
As he started to pull his gun they 
jumped toward him, overpowering him 
and taking the weapon away from him. 
I They dashed toward the door and in a 
moment the alarm was sounded through­ 
out the bastile. 
Just outside the stockade the real 
battle was begun. 
The weapons in the 
hands of deputies cracked incessantly, 
the men howled like maniacs in their 
excitement and while an effoit was

Waco, Texas, March 29. — Hon. Wil­ 
liams Jennings Bryan spoke last night 
at Baylor Chapel to as many as could 
gain access to the floor. I he audience 
numbered over 2,000, and many, not 
being able to get standing room, went 
away. The theme of the speaker was 
“ The Old World and Its Ways.” 
Mr. Bryan’s lecture at Baylor Chapel 
was prefaced by remarks on public 
sneaking for the benefit of the students. 
He did not touch on politics, confining 
himself, in the main, to descriptions of 
life and news in the Old World. 
The 
lecture continued until IO o’clock to­ 
night. 
When he returned to his hotel 
a crowd kept him shaking hands for an 
hour. 
He declined to be interviewed 
and retired at a late hour to rest for 
his trip to Austin.

SHELLS 


Light muffins depend upon the way 
In which the ingredients are put to­ 
gether as well as on the recipe itself. 
A housekeeper who is known for her 
fluffy breakfast muffins, which are al­ 
ways as light as the proverbial feather, 
uses sour milk in making them, but 
decries the old-time way of using it. 
According to traditional processes tilt' 
soda is mixed with sour milk before 
the Hour is added. 
This method, ar­ 
gues the housewife in question, al­ 
lows the effervescence to be over be­ 
fore the flour goes in. 
Her way is to 
mix with the sour milk the flour, salt 
ami sugar, and then to add soda dis­ 
solved in a little hot water. 
By this 
means the entire mass rises. 
Tho 
last thing before the batter is turned 
into the pans a beaten egg is folded 
in. 
This is her recipe: Two cupfuls of 
flour, one cupful of sour milk, a half 
teaspoonful of soda, one teaspoonful 
of sugar, a half 
teaspoonful of 
salt 
and one egg.

Sewing Hints Considered Valuable by 
Woman's Life. 


Metal eyes which protrude beyond 
the edge of 
the 
material, where 
a 
hook and eye fastening is employed, 
should always be carefull) and neatly 
covered 
with 
buttonhole 
stitching, 
says Woman’s Life. 
Needles should never be kept In 
flannel-lined ne©dlebooks, as sulphur 
often enters into the composition of 
this material. Sulphur iuvariabl) rusts 
the needles in time. 
Lent pieces of whalebone can be 
strengthened by being placed in cold 
water for two or three hours. 
This 
will make them pliable. 
They should 
then be pressed under a heav\ weight. 
When making a skirt, it is always 
best to try it on the Ii cst time on the 
wrong side, then reverse it and finish 
it on the right side. 


Waldorf-Astoria Curried Oysters. 
Reel and cut into thin slices a half 
of a medium sized Spanish onion. Put 
a tablespoonful butter in a frying pan, 
add ti t- onion and fr\ 
brown. 
Stir 
in a tablespoonful and a half curry 
powder, adding another tablespoonful 
butter. 
Mix well, then pour in gradu­ 
ally a cup of broth; cover and let 
come to a boil. 
Peel and chop a 
small sour apple and grate half a 
cocoanut. 
Put into the pan with the 
ethel 
ingredients 
and 
cook 
slowly 
until the cocoanut is tender. 
Mix a 
tablespoonful flour in a little water 
and thicken the mixture; season with 
salt and pepper and cook five min­ 
utes, 
Put a cup of strained tomato 
into a stewpan with 50 oysters, their 
liquor and half the milk of a cocoa­ 
nut 
Simmer tor a few moments, Stir­ 
ling occasionally. 
Add to the first 
mixture with a tablespoonful lemon 
juice, then turn the curry on to a hot 
dish, garnish with croutons and serve 
with a separate dish of rice. 


Cream of Potato Soup. 
Pare lour small 
potatoes, 
cover 
with boiling water, boil rapidly for 
five minutes. 
Throw the water away 
and cover with a pint and a half id 
boiling water. 
Add a slice of onion, 
a bay leaf. and a few 
celery 
tops 
chopped fine- -the green leaves of the 
celery 
will 
answer 
the 
purpose; 
cover and boil 15 minutes, or until the 
potatoes are soft. 
W hile these are 
boiling, put a pint of milk 
in the 
double hoi leu*, add a tablespoonful of 
butter and one of 
flour rubbed 
to­ 
gether; press the potatoes through a 
tine sieve, using the water in which 
they were boiled; add this mixture to 
the hot milk in the double boiler. 
Stir 
until thoroughly heated and serve. 


Brown Broth. 
Put two tablespoonfuls of butter in 
a frying pan; add two tablespoonfuls 
of chopped onions, two of chopped 
carrots and cook until a golden brown. 
Put these in a kettle with a quart of 
boiling water and a hay leaf and sim­ 
mer 15 
minutes; 
press through a 
sieve. 
W ihle the soup is simmering 
put about a tablespoonful of sugar into 
an iron saucepan and when it browns 
and burns add two tablespoonfuls of 
chopped onions, then two or three 
spoonfuls of water. 
Add this to the 
soup; add a teaspoonful of salt and a 
saltspoonful of pepper. 
Strain 
the 
soup, return it and settle; add Hillf a 
pint of blocks of bread that have been 
stilted up with beaten eggs; bring to 
a boil and serve with grated cheese. 


Venison on Toast. 
For a chafing dish.— A cup of butter, 
a cup of grape or currant jelly, one- 
half cup of sherry, salt and pepper to 
taste. 
Thoroughly clean the venison, 
wiping with a dry cloth, cut into dice, 
and when above mixture is fast boil­ 
ing add the venison and allow it to 
cook from three to five minutes. Avoid 
bulger cooking 
or it will 
toughen 
Serve on toast, using a liberal amount 
of the delicious gravy. 
All you pre 
pare will fast disappear.

Most people after using an umbrel­ 
la on a wet day, even if they do care­ 
fully dry it, regard any further proc­ 
ess as needless; but there ar** other 
means of lengthening their term of 
usefulness.

Some tim e ago Wauna Loa. the fa­ 
mous volcano on the Island of Hawaii, 
broke forth, and since then the most 
trem endous lava flow th a t has been 
known in a generation in Hawaii is 
now coursing 
down 
the 
southern 
slopes of Manna Ixui to the sea, 
Less 
swift than a tornado, its destruction 
is m ore absolute and aw e inspiring. 
So absolute and so irresistible is its 
horrible force that nothing devised by 
m an and apparently nothing by nature 
can stay its progress. 
The lava is as 
capricious as the winds, for it runs 
uphill as readily as it does down the 
m ountain, and everyw here it carries 
ruination in its path. 
Despite the fact that over 300 peo-

pie of Honolulu returned a short time 
ago from visiting th e foot of the lava 
flow or. rather, the foot of one of the 
lava stream s, com paratively little has 
yet been learned of the origin or the 
scope of the outbreak. 
There are two sights to be obtained 
of the outbreak—one from the sea and 
the other from the land. 
The former 
is awe-inspiring and more 
magnifi­ 
cent. 
At night lines of fire can be 
seen running down the sides of the 
mountain. 
T hree 
and 
even 
four 
stream s have been reported at vari­ 
ous elevations of the m ountain, but 
the general belief seems to be that 
the origin of the flow is about 6,000 


feet below the sum m it of Wauna Loa, 
which is about 13,500 feet above the 
level of the sea. 
W hether the out­ 
break has originated from some big 
fissure in th e side of th e mountain 
and the hot. molten stream spreads 
out and runs in branches has not been 
determined, but from the sea the im­ 
pression is gained th at there are sev­ 
eral stream s, having different sources. 
By night so bright is the reflection 
that at a distance of 50'miles from the 
scene of the largest flow the night is 
as bright as though the moon were 
shining. 
The line of the flow ap­ 
peared to those on steam ers at night 
to extend fully 25 miles up the slopes 
of the mountains. 
How much higher 
its source may be is undeterm ined. By 
day the sight is disappointing to those , 
who have witnessed the magnificence 
of the light by night. 
N othing but a 
line of sm oke can be seen, and the ! 
general contour of the m ountain when 
the vessels are close in shore is ob­ 
scured by the vast clouds of smoke. 
Reports of the origin of the out­ 
break may vary, but there is only 
one account given of the flow itself. 
Im agine an alm ost perpendicular wall, 
150 feet in height in places ami from 
500 yards to half a mile in width, com ­ 
posed of jagged rocks, bowlders and 
earth, advancing 
at a snail’s 
pace. 
From this vast moving m ass issue 
stream s of steam, and at night flashes 
of tire, for. while the front and sides 
and top of the m ass are dull ami gyay 
in color, the interior is a m ass of 
hot. liquid lava, th at runs back under 
the crust. 
The natives divide the lava into two 
classes—pahoehoe and a a. 
The mass 
that was seen by 
Honolulu people 
consisted of both varieties, but only at 
rare Intervals was 
any 
pahoehoe 
seen. A a lava consists of rough clink­ 
ers. that have been cooled to the de­ 
gree th at one can pick them up, but 
pahoehoe lava is the liquor that hot, 
is tire, and cold, takes the form 
of 
smooth folds, like spreading molasses. 
T here are times when the hot pahoe­ 
hoe lava refuses to be bound by the 
outer crust of a a. and it finds a vent 
in some thin crust and then rushes 
swiftly down the m ountain sides, for 
a time a stream of livid tire. that car­ 
ries with it the horrors 
of incinera­ 
tion. 
This flow* has been known to 
speed at the rate of 20 miles an hour, 
and in fact some of the earlier visitors 
to the scene of the flow narrowly es 
caped being cut off by these swiftly 
moving stream s. 
Rut as the liquid 
lay a proceeds it gradually yields to 
the influence of tin* cooling air and 
takes on the gray of the rough a a .

IN J the escape of anyone who takes the 
life of the least of them until 
the 
“open season” on 
their 
num bers 
conies. 
When the period for which they are 
to be protected conies it is planned to 
have the finest game preserve in the 
world, where can 
be 
done hunting 
which, in Asia or in Africa, will long 
since have become but a memory. 
It 
is even proposed, if the importation 
of the sm aller beasts of the Old World 
is a thoroughgoing success, to try to 
bring in at least a pair of elephants, 


A gigantic m enagerie of the uni­ 
verse is proposed for southern Califor­ 
nia. 
The plan as now outlined by the 
promoter. Maj. F. R. Burnham, well­ 
known officer of the Boer war who is 
now m aking his home at Pasadena, 
and who has the indorsem ent of Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt, it is said, calls for 
the outlay of $500,000 
for 
anim als 
alone. 
These will be bought in Africa 
and Asia—for it is considered by men 
who have shot over both of tiles# 
countries that their big gam e is the 
most rapidly disappearing of all the 
world’s avifauna. 
Thousands of acres 
of 
m ountain 
land useless for grazing, ranching or 
mining, will be bought or leased, and 
thereupon these imported anim als will 
be released, to multiply and replenish 
a land which is very much like that 
from which they have been taken. 
Around the central portion of all 
this land—some TOO acres, or there- 
Proposed 
Center 
abouts—a strong woven 
iron fence 
will be erected, and in this inclosure 
for the first few months the anim als 
will be kept. 
At the end of this time 
it is thought they will bt* sufficiently 
acclimated and accustomed to their 
new quarters th at they can be turned 
loose with perfect safety. 
No carnivorous animal will be im- 
ported, and the state legislature will 
be asked to pass very stringent laws 
regarding the killing of these antelope 
and deer and other anim als as they 
roam the southern California hills. 
T he fenced park mentioned above will 
•be bought outright, even though the 
rem ainder of the property be leased, 
and therein will be maintained a sort 
of breeding ground for the more timid 
of the kindred of the wild. 
H ere big barns and m any sheltered 
yet secluded places will be provided 
for the delicate antelope and other 
m em bers of the deer tribe for whom 
even the delicate winters of the Ixmd 
of Sunshine are too severe. 
Young of 
oth er anim als will be brought up here, 
and in a way accustomed to the sight 
of m an—for there are some of the 
creatu res to he brought over 
here 
which cannot be hunted and are for 
o rn a m e n t only. 
Some of these are 
th e zebra and the rare quagga, as well 
as the gnus, which are the probable 
originals of the fabled unicorn. 
For at least a score of years the 
m ost stringent care will be taken of 
these animals. 
Every forest ranger 
will be their guardian, and the heavy 
fines imposed for their killing will be 
jcpllt with inform ers so as to forbid

which are am ong the m ost rapidly 
disappearing of the world’s big game. 
No rhinoceroses 
will 
be 
imported, 
owing to their bad habit of attacking 
people who are not in the least m o­ 
lest ing them. 
The fact that a largo herd of camels 
which were introduced on the south­ 
western desert some years ago did re­ 
m arkably well has had a large influ­ 
ence in determ ining the selection of a 
place for the location of this gigantic 
preserve.

Home Where Great 
General of 
the 
Confederacy First Saw/ Light of 
Day a Fine Example of Col­ 
onial Architecture. 


Richmond, Va.— Robert E . Lee was 
nom one hundred years ago in S tra t­ 
ford, W estm oreland county, Va. Who, 
gazing upon his secluded and now 
som ew hat 
neglected 
home, 
could 
fancy the child born to it would stand 
revealed a century later as one of the 
world’s greatest generals and one of 
its noblest m en? 
This first mansion of the family 
in the New World was built In the 
early years of the eighteenth century 
by T hom as Lee, fifth son of Richard 
Ix*e, whose father. Col. Richard Lee, 
was the first of his house to go to the 
Virginia colony. 
Col. Lee 
left 
his 
English home, in Shropshire, in 1641, 
forced by his loyalty to 
the 
royal 
cause to abandon his native land. 
T he A m erican hom e 
was 
named 
after the family estate in England. 
Proud might its founder have 
been 
had he known that Stratford on the 
Potomac would witness the birth of 
many men of his line who would stand 
forth as leaders of men in peace and 
tq w ar—men loyal enough to the coun­ 
try of their adoption to m ake and ad­ 
m inister its best laws and to stand 
for their state even in a losing cause. 
The builder of Stratford was presi­ 
dent and com m ander in-chief ai 
the 
Colony of Virginia, ami after serving 
in this capacity for some 
tim e 
th** 
king m ade him governor by royal ap­ 
pointm ent. 
A flat tom bstone 
in 
a 
grove near the house 
covers 
the 
graves of his wife and himself. 
It is 
inscribed: 
“ Here lies buried the 
Hon. 
Col. 
T hom as Lee, who died November 14. 
1750, aged 60 years, and his beloved 
wife. Mrs. H annah Lee. 
She depart­ 
ed this life Jan u ary 25, 1749.” 
President Lee had six sons. who all 
grew to honorable and honored m an­ 
hood.

home in Stratford. 
Here, after h is 
first wife’s death, “Lighthorse H a rry ”’ 
brought his second bride.

Robert E. Lee on Jan u a ry 19, 1807. 
The hom e in which Gen. Lee and* 
his distinguished forbears were born 
and reared readily lends 
itself to a

past, for it is still well preserved in 
m any of its features.

pile of English brick, constructed ir* 
the form of the letter "HL” 
It is a1 
most ruggedly simple, and is unique 
in architecture from the high base­

No ornamenta>

tial simplicity. 
It stands solidly and 
squarely on its firm foundation, as die

Like most of the colonial m ansions 
of the south, the house has two fronts,

Stratford contains IS 
large rooms. 
Old Stratford, standing amid 
th e 
thousand acres which 
is 
now 
its 
dower, presents a typical Virginia pic­ 
ture.

places. 
T he tw o original front gate­ 
ways m ust have been elaborate, as

W ashington.— At an early date the 
United States departm ent of agricul­ 
ture w ill issue Bulletin 49 of the bu­ 
reau of statistics, prepared by Fran k 
Andrews, transportation expert of the 
division of foreign 
m arkets. 
This 
bulletin is a report on the cost of haul­ 
ing crops from nearly 1.900 counties 
and cover practically tin* entire farm ­ 
ing area of the country- 
The average cost to the farm er of 
hauling 
wheat from farm s to ship­ 
ping points is given as nine cents per 
IOO 
pounds, 
the 
average 
distance 
hauled is 9.4 miles, and tin* average 
wagon load of 
wheat weighs 
3,H JJ 
pounds, thus containing about 55 bush­ 
els. 
For cotton the average load is 
1,702 pounds, distance from shipping 
point ll.S miles, and cost of hauling 16 
cents per IOO pounds. 
Reduced 
to 
terms of cost per ton per 
m ile 
the 
rate for wheat is 19 cents and for cot­ 
ton 27 cents. 
The 
highest cost 
of haul 
is for 
wool, which is carried on an average 
39.S miles from farm or ranch to ship­ 
ping point at a rate of 44 cents per 
IOO pounds for the 
entire 
distance. , 
The lowest cost for any one product I 
is for hemp, which is hauled 
from 
farm s to shipping points at an aver­ 
age cost of six cents per IOO pounds, 
the distance hauled being 5.2 miles 
and the average load of hemp weigh­ 
ing 3,393 pounds. 
Fo r the entire distance from farm to 
shipping point corn, oats and barley 
are each hauled at an average cost of 
seven cents per IOO pounds; hay, flax- 
! seed. 
rye 
and 
tim othy 
seed, 
eight 
1 cents; wheat, potatoes and beans, nine 
cents; tobacco and 
live hogs, 
ten 
, cents; rice, hops and buckwheat, ll 
j cents; apples aud peanuts. 12 cents; 
: v eg e ta ble s (other than potatoes) and 
cotton seed. 15 cents; cotton and fruit 
tother than apples), 
IO cents; 
and 
woui, 44 cents. 
Kxoept in the case of wool, prac- 
) tically all costs represent the expense 
; incurred by farm ers in hauling their 
: own produce. 
W ool is hauled in the 
Rocky mountains largely by regular 
freight wagons, and the wool growers 
pay for the hauling at varying rates 
per IOO pounds. 
The total tonnage of farm products 
hauled on country roads in the rutted 
I States is not known, but of 12 leading 
products it is estimated that nearly 
50,OOO.OOO 
tons 
were 
hauled 
from 
farms during the crop year 1905-6, at 
a cost of about $>>5,000,000, or more 
than five per cent, of their value at 
i local markets. 
O f this traffic, 40.000,- 
000 tons represent the weight of corn. 
wheat and cotton, 
and the 
cost of

COAL KILLS WOOL INDUSTRY. 


Pennsylvania County Gradually Loses 
Business by Discovery. 


Scientists Prove Value of Burbank’s 
Latest 
Plant Development. 


Berkshire, 
Cal.— Experim ents 
just 
completed by M. E . Jaffa, head of the 
department of nutrition and foods at 
the university, show that a new spe­ 
cies of thornless cactus has proper­ 
ties as fodder for cattle which w ill 
equal many of the desert grasses. The 
tests were made at the request of L u ­ 
ther Burbank, the originator of the 
new 
species 
of 
plant, 
and 
have 
proved to the full the great importance 
of the new plant as a fodder for cattle 
in the wmste lands. Prof. Ja ffa ’s report 
on the experiment has just been com­ 
pleted, and w ill be forwarded to B u r­ 
bank in a few days. 
A short time ago five species of the 
plant were sent to the agricultural 
station here to determine the food 
value. The series of experiments car­ 
ried on by Prof. Ja ffa show that the 
new plant carries nutritive 
powers 
equal to three-quarters that of 
al­ 
falfa. 


W ashington, Pa.— W ashington coun­ 
ty people were once wont to point 
with pride to the fact that their coun­ 
ty was the first in the United States 
in the production of wool. 
This proud 
boast can no longer be made for the 
reason that worthless dogs have driv­ 
en many of the leading wool growers 
of the county out of business. 
Scarcely a day 
passes that does 
not bring some W ashington county 
farm er to the county seat w ith his de­ 
mand for damages for the reason that 
his flocks have been raided by dogs. 
In the office of the county commission­ 
ers are pending claim s for such losses 
which cannot he paid for a year of 
more. 
The fund 
from which 
such 
damages are paid is provided for by 
a tax on tho dogs of the county. 
Sheep once raided by dogs, even 
though they escape with their lives, 
are never worth anything again. They 
become so thoroughly frightened that 
in tim e they 
die, it is said, from 
nervous prostration. 
Another reason assigned for the de­ 
terioration of the industry in W a sh ­ 
ington county is the fact that men 
trained by years of experience in rais­ 
ing sheep are fast disappearing by 
reason of old age. 
The younger gen 
eration, it is said, is so busy accumu­ 
lating money that they have not the 
patience of their fathers, and for that 


reason neglect their flocks for ether 
interests. 
In lam enting the decline of the once 
foremost industry in the county one 
of the old time woolgrowers made the 
rem ark 
that it 
was a sad day for 
Washington county when the discov­ 
ery was made that the vast bitum in­ 
ous coalbeds with which the entire 
county is underlaid might be turned 
into money. 
"In ten years," said he, 
"w e w ill never even remember that 
W ashington 
county 
was 
once 
the 
foremost county in the United States 
in the production of sheep and wool.” 


Cigars Made Before W ar. 
Reading, Fbi.— A 
batch 
of 
cigars 
that were made before the civil war 
has just been found stored 
aw ay 
in 
the old Schnader homestead near Moh- 
nion. 
The find was made by Jam es F. 
Schnader, who im m ediately reported 
it to Deputy Revenue Collector Cran­ 
ston. 
There were 1.000 cigars in the 
batch, made in 1859, and all were in 
a good state of preservation. 
Only a little while age another box 
of cigars, made about the same date, 
were found in the old Keinert home­ 
stead, in Hereford township.

Y .— This city has the 
honor of owning the oldest pulpit on 
the continent, along with that of being 
the oldest chartered city in the United 
S ta t e s The pulpit stands in the First 
Reformed church, which was built in 
the year of the building of the old C ali­ 
fornia missions. 1793. but, unlike them. 
It is as strong and in as gcxid repair 
as it was when th*' builders left it. 


The pulpit was brought over from 
Holland by the Dutch in 1656 to stand 
In their new church, which was just 
building. 
Twenty-five 
beaver 
skins 
were sent to Holland as part payment, 
but they became damaged in transit. 
so tho pulpit was donated by the Dutch 
W est India company. 
The building 
served as a fort as well as a church, 
cannon being mounted upon the roof. 
ami while the service was going on 
within sentinels watched for signs of 
a foe. 
To-day the old hour glass and an 
cient Dutch Bible are still in their ac­ 
customed places, while in the olden 
tim e the pews in front of it w ere oc­ 
cupied by Col. Peter Schuyler, 
A l­ 
bany’s first m ayor; the patrons 
of 
the Van R e n sse la e r, who owned land 
along both shores of the Hudson river 
for 24 miles, and Gen. Ph ilip Schuyler, 
one of the first three m ajor generals 
In the revolutionary arm y, also first 
United States senator from New York. 
W ith in Its shadow the famous Iro ­ 
quois chieftain. K ing Hendrick, who 
with 
S ir 
W illia m Johnson defeated 
the French and Indians in the battle 
of 
Lake George, 
was converted 
to 
C hristianity and Col. 
Aaron 
Burr, 
United States senator from New York 
and vice president under Thom as Je f ­ 
ferson, was m arried to Theodosia Pro­ 
vost. 
President Roosevelt sat before it 


and listened to the preacher’s words 
as a member of this church when gov­ 
ernor of N ew Y o rk state. 
The old pulpit is rich in years and 
honors; its history is Albany s history, 
the church's members having taken 
part in all the events of interest that 
have happened 
in "ye Olde towne ’ 
since its founding.

i north by the international boundary 
and on the south by the Blue moun­ 
tains. and. judging from the hearty 
I supi>ort accorded, there is every rea 
i sonable prospect that the project 
w ill 
be carried out successfully. 
C. H erbert Moore, chairm an of the 
city beautiful com m ittee of the Spo­ 
kane chamber of commerce, who is 
at the head of the movement, urges 
the assembling of it convention at an 
early date, at which the new state 
plan can he thoroughly discussed by 
representative men of the thro*' in­ 
terested states. 
The proposed action to create the 
new state by taking parts of three ad­ 
joining commonwealths is without a 
precedent in the history of the nation. 
An approach to it. however, was fur­ 
nished in W est Virginia, organized in 
constitutional m anner in 1861. 
Prom inent law yers in the northwest 
declare that provision is made in the 
constitution of the United States for 
the creation of new states, and they 
point to section 3, article I, as the 
method of procedure. 
The text fol­ 
lows: 


“ New states may he admitted by 
congress into the union; but no ne w 
state shall be formed or erected w ith­ 
in tile jurisdiction of any other state, 
nor any state be formed by the ju n c ­ 
tion of tw o or more states or parts of 
states, without the consent of the leg­ 
islatures ot the states concerned, as 
well as of the congress.” 
This w ill involve a lot of work.

means also that a "com m unity 
of 
sentim ent," 
unanimous

people, must he created in the three 
state 
legislatures 
to

TO GRADUALLY ELIMINATE 


NEGROES FROM THE ARMY 


Washington, March 20.— Uncle Sam 


bas had enough of negroes as soldiers 
in the regular army. According to the 
latest War Department order, no more 
enlistments and no more recruits will be 
received who are negroes. 
The osten- 


sible meaning of the order is that the 
quota of the four negro regiments, 
with white commissioned officers, and 
non-commissioned officers and privates 
all negroes, is full, and no more are 
needed. 
It is quite well understood in 


army circles that this means that no 
more negroes will be taken into the 
army, no matter whether the regiment 
needs them or nut, as far as concerns 
shortage of numbers to make of the re- 
spective regiments. 
The regiment of 


negroes, the Ninth and Tenth Cavalry 
and the Twenty-Fourth and Twenty- 
Fifth Infantry, as at present composed 
will be allowed to stand, and the pro- 
cess of the elimination of the negro 
will go on until these regiments are ex- 
tinguished by gradual and natural elimi- 
nation, death, retirement or discharge. 
The result is the regiments will be re- 
duced to battalions, »nd then to com- 
panies and then to nothing. In the end, 
unless a different policy is pursued, ne- 
groes will be a reminiscence as soldiers 
in the United States.
